(AP)—A task force of IJS, Ma­ 
rines 
and Vietnames troops, 
teamed against the Viet Cong In 
a five-day battle south of Da 
Nang, estimated today ground 
and air strikes have killed about 
1.000 of the Red enemy. Action 
was dwindling. 
Marines 
patrols, 
moving 
through hills in the ijue Son sec­ 
tor, found a guerrilla training 
area and some warehouses full 
'Of gray and black cloth, obvi­ 
ously designed for manufacture 
of the flimsy pajamas many 
Viet Cong use as uniforms. 
The 
claim 
about 
enemey 
casualties was not broken down 
as to direct attack, artillery fire 
and aerial bombing. Whether it 
would be borne out by body 
count remained to be seen. 
Major ground fighting else­ 
where also ebbed. UJJ. briefing 
officers said the Viet Cong may 
be pulling back to their jungle 
hideouts to recover. 
With partially clearing skies, 
UJ5, warplanes resumed raids 
on North Viet Nam after a two- 
day lull blamed on bad weather. 
Air Force F105 Thunderchief 
and F4C Phantom jets blasted 
two bridges northeast of Dien 
Bien Phu, set a five-building 
military complex in the same 
area aflame and cratered the 
approaches to another bridge on 
a main highway 130 miles north­ 
west of Hanoi, a UJS. spokes­ 
man said. 


Navy pilots claimed another 
bridge, two storage areas and 
four antiaircraft sites 14 miles 
northwest of the coastal town of 
Dong Hoi, he added. 
In the battle area south of Da 
Nang, UJ>, Marines and South 
Vietnamese 
troops hunted a 
Viet Cong regiment on the sixth 
day of Operation Harvest Moon 
but the foe refused to show him­ 
self.

around a valley 20 miles south 
of Da Nang, the Leathernecks 
counted 198 Viet Cong killed, 76 
captured and 287 suspects de­ 
tained, Marine spokesmen said.

"I don't think the major 
fighting has started," said the 
UJ5, Marine commander in Viet 
Nam, Maj. Gen. Lewis Walt. 


U.S, officials took consid­ 
erable satisfaction at the sur­ 
render of a 22-man Viet Cong 
platoon, with ll weapons, to 
men of the UJS. 173rd Airborne 
Brigade at Vo Dat, 60 miles 
northeast of Saigon. They coun­ 
ted the defection as a major 
achievement for U.S. intelli­ 
gence and psychological war­ 
fare experts and Vietnamese 
national police who negotiated 
the surrender.

Somerset Maugham 


Awaits Death In France 


NICE, France AP - British 
Author W. Somerset Maugham 
lay in a coma in a hospital to­ 
day, and his doctor gave him 
less than 24 hours to live. 
The 91-year-old w riter suf­ 
fered a stroke Saturday at his 
seaside villa at Cap F errat. He 
has been unconscious 
ever- 
since. 
Alan F. Soarle, Maugham's 
secretary and companion for 
years, said the author had di­ 
rected in a will he made several 
years ago that his body be cre­ 
mated and the ashes sent to 
England to be placed in Canter­ 
bury Cathedral. 
Maugham's only child, Lady 
John Hope, was not at his bed­ 
side and it was doubted that she 
woultUcome to Nice. Maugham 
triecf^to disown her several 
years ago and adopt Searle, but 
a French court refused to per­ 
mit it. 
Maugham abandoned a medi­ 
cal career at the end of the last 
century and became a writer 
after interning at a hospital in 
London's Lambeth district. His 
life as a medical student formed 
the basis for his m asterpiece, 
"O f Human Bondage," in 1912. 
His first IO years as a writer 
were hard, but in 1907 hi£ play 
"Lady l^piierlck" was a hit, 
and thereafter he turned out 
successful plays, novels and 


short stories that made him a 
fortune. In 55 years he wrote 25 
plays, 30 novels and 120 short 
stories. 


Critics and literary scholars 
generally did not consider him a 
great w riter, but a huge public 
thought him one of the world's 
best storytellers. His work was 
characterized by extreme clari­ 
ty, economy of expression and 
strong plot lines. 


In recent years his hearing 
had failed, cataracts dimmed 
his sight, and he looked forward 
to death.

Court Orders New Trial 
For Convicted Killer 


JEFFERSON 
CITY (AP) — 
The Missouri Supreme Court to­ 
day granted a new trial to Doug­ 
las Wayne Thompson, convicted 
killer of a policeman. 
TTie court said it was apparent 
the prosecuting attorney sup­ 
pressed evidence that might 
have been favorable to Thomp­ 
son. 
Thompson and Sammy Aire 
Tucker were convicted of killing 
two Cape Girardeau policemen 
March IO, 1961, when the offi­ 
cers attempted to check up on 
them. They were both from 
California. 
Tucker was executed In the 
Missouri 
Penitentiary's 
gas 
chamber July 26, 1963. 
In an opinion by Judge Henry 
I. Eager, the court said evi­ 
dence of spent cartridges found 
at the scene of the gunfight 
should have been offered by tile 
prosecuting attorney. Instead he 


said there were no cartridge 
casings found by investigators. 
But later evidence showed 
eight casings were found at the 
scene and the prosecuting attor­ 
ney knew about it at the time 
of the trial, 
"Various courts have h eld /' 
Judge Eager said, "that the 
suppression of (or failure to dis­ 
close) evidence in the posses­ 
sion of control of the prosecu­ 
tion which is favorable to de­ 
fendant and which might 
be 
persuasive to a jury, constitutes 
as to invalidate a conviction be­ 
cause violative of due process.” 
The opinion said it was "with 
great 
reluctance" 
giving 
Thompson a right to a new 
tria l. 
His conviction has been be­ 
fore the court several times in 
the past. 
Chief Justice Gem F .S to ck ­ 
man concurred In the result but 


argued in a separate opinion 
that he thought tile court was 
going too far in its interpreta­ 
tion of the case. 
"I am not persuaded that we 
should hold that the defendant 
has demonstrated that he was 
deprived of a fair trial because 
of the state's failure to disclose 
the finding of the spent shells 
and the results of the ballistics 
te sts," he said.

A report by a group of psychi­ 
atrists says they shouldn't, pro­ 
vided sexual activity is "prac­ 
ticed with appropriate attention 
to the sensitivities of other peo­ 
ple." 
An Associated Press survey of 
campus 
opinion 
today found 
much interest, but little agree­ 
ment, concerning a report by a 
committee of the Group for the 
Advancement of Psychiatry, a 
nationwide organization. 
Most college adm inistrators 
who had read the report and 
were willing to comment on it 
approached it cautiously. 
"It's a very liberal view, a 
little too far-fetched for me,” , 
said Thomas F, Jones, presi­ 
dent of the University of South 
Carolina. "I can't be very de­ 
tached about our young people's 
concerns and needs." 
At tile University of Michigan, 


Richard L , Cutler, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of student af. 
fairs, said: 
"These people are profession­ 
als and entitled to their own 
opinion, but the University of 
Michigan at this time is not 
prepared to follow their ad­ 
vice." 
Their 
advice, in essence: 
Make explicit the school's atti­ 
tude towards sexual conduct 
and set up a "sound rules struc­ 
tu re;" but don't interfere unless 
sexual activity "fails to main­ 
tain privacy" and " is likely to 
be disturbing to others." 
It "sounds like a good, sensi­ 
ble, down-to-earth statement of 
the situation," said William 
Speer, associate dean for stu­ 
dent counseling at Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technology."! 
am all in favor of anything that 
meets the issue head on, rather 
than with pussy-footing." 
Dr. Henry Bruyn, director of 
student health service at the 


University of California, said: 
"I think it is an excellent re­ 
port. The sexual growth and 
behavior of young adults is very 
often distorted and disturbed by 
overly restrictive college rules 
and policies." 


Tile Rev. James V. McQynn, 
dean of the Graduate School of 
the University of Detroit, a Ro­ 
man Catholic school, called the 
report "a strange combination 
of valuable insights and bland 
oversim plification." 


"It seems to overlook tile sa­ 
cred and personal nature of 
sex ," he said. "Specificallyfor 
church-related colleges and uni­ 
versities our stand must clearly 
be for the morality of our reli­ 
gious group." 
Dr. Edwin Harrison, president 
of Georgia Tech, said, "I don't 
think it's part of the administra­ 
tion of any college or university 
to condone or support any activ­ 
ity lea dir

Schwab, who is in his early 
70s, and a council composed 
of Harvey Jobe, T. D. Pulliam, 
Bill Darby and Arthur Duke, 
with Jobe also serving as the 
city clerk, kept at it almost 
daily, until the job was finished 
a little more than a year later. 
A lion's share of the credit 
goes to these five because of the 
time they put into it. No mem­ 
ber receives any salary or pay 
for attending meetings. The city 
has no tax rate. 
There will be 167 water sys­ 
tem users when the project is 
approved by the health depart­ 
ment. 
Jobe is a building contrac­ 
tor. Pulliam is a meat cutter. 
Darby is a farm er. Duke is in 
the bottled gas business.

Costs include all water mains,

“ THE FASTEST GROWING FORM of live enter­ 
tainment is now conceded to be burlesque.” 
The quotation is from Variety, that lively 
journal of show biz, which carries a Page I 
story that rivets the lead sentence with facts. 
Two burley houses are running in New York 
City, and the promoter, Leroy Griffith, plans 
to open a third on 14th Street, historic home 
of the strip teasers and top bananas. Columbus 
will soon see a second burlesque house. Boston 
has 
“ Those Wonderful Days of Burlesque” 
and Ann Corio’s “ This Was Burlesque” playing 
across the street from each other. In cities 
where burlesque has been unmolested by the 
law—Philadelphia and Baltimore, for example— 
the art has always prospered. 
THE TERM 
“ art” can be defended but it 
will be so here only coolly. It would have to 
be admitted at the start that, as those shrewd 
show business historians, Abel Green and Joe 
Laurie, Jr. have recorded, burlesque at its 
lowest was “just about the most disgusting stage 
; show ever presented.” But any art form which 
| produced a W. C. Fields couldn’t have been all 
bad. 
By its alumni — and ah, its alumnae—you 
should know burley. The comedians cradled in 
• burlesque are legion. In addition to Fields and 
i the late and missed Rags Ragland, there were 
Abbott & Costello, Bert Lahr, Fanny Brice, 
(Bobby) Clark & (Paul) McCullough, Leon Errol, 
Jim Barton, Jack Pearl, Phil Silvers, and Joe 
Yule (Mickey Rooney’s father), just for openers. 
Everybody knows of Gypsy Rose Lee and Ann 
Corio, both burlesque graduates. But probably 
only the habitues recall the old familiar faces— 
and epidermis—of Evelyn Meyers, Margie Hart, 
Carrie Linnell (whose muscular control was 
unbelievable), Countess Nadja, Hinda Wassau, 
Jeanne Carroll, Betty Howland, Toots Brawner, 
i Maxine De Shon, Gladys Clark, and Lili St. Cyr.

* smut. Comedy took on a disgustingly strong

Ann Corio’s “ This Was Burlesque” —full of

There has been a spate of magazine articles 
about what is wrong with newspapers.

We aren’t happy about the plight of the maga­ 
zines. It is our favorite Christmas gift. We 
recognize the contribution the magazines have 
made to our way of life and do not want to see 
the ranks dwindle further. 
Actually the critical essays the magazines 
print about the newspapers are highly con­ 
tradictory. They usually

They report that the best newspapers often

has some tine metropolitan ones in this category; 
newspaper circulation and advertising revenue 
are growing; many new newspapers have started 
and suburban dailies have given the industry 
a new, vital breath of life. 
New printing processes are changing the news­ 
paper business. Numerous publications, such 
as the Daily Standard, have converted to the offset 
process and the improvement in reproduction 
of pictures is revolutionary 
and there fo r 
all to see. A more flexible service is provided 
in many ways for both reader and advertiser. 
Newspaper pay was never hgiher and there 
never was a time when there was a greater 
need for more intelligent, dedicated, well ed­ 
ucated newspaper people. 
Many specialized 
fields exist within the business that were 
unknown yesterday. Newspapering is a career 
worth investigating. 
As far as criticism is concerned, we think 
that newspaper pbulishers should not be con­ 
demned for trying quietly to improve their 
publications instead of indulging in public self 
criticism . 
We don’t know of a business that is criticized 
more by people than newspapers. Some of it 
is deserved. Some of it is not. But the criticism 
continues wherever people meet. It is not 
entirely unwelcome. The criticism is evidence 
that people still avidly read newspapers. We 
are grateful for this and hope to continue to 
produce a product that will merit close attention 
by people. 
Magazines, television and radio stations have 
been generous in their criticism of newspapers. 
They have piled slur on slur. When the maga­ 
zines imply that the newspaper business is 
suffering from a lack of criticism they are 
indulging in a flight of fancy that is incom­ 
prehensible.

AIRPLANE NEAR CRASHES 
Two near misses over the New 
York and Washington airports, 
occurring a few days after the 
crash of TW A's Boeing 707 with 
Eastern's Constellation Com­ 
muter from Boston, have been 
hushed up by the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency. 
However, Rep. 
Harley 
Staggers, 
D-W. Va., 
alert ranking member of the 
House Commerce Committee, 
has written Gen. William Mc­ 
Kee, FAA administrator, for a 
full explanation. 
The first near miss occurred 
when the FAA control center at 
Kennedy Airport in New York 
assigned a Belgian Sabena 707 
en route to Europe for take­ 
off on runway 31 right. Simul­ 
taneously a Mohawk plane de­ 
parting for upstate New York 
was assigned runway 13 left. 
These happened to be the same 
runway. 


The two planes started from 
opposite ends of the runway at 
the same time, and it looked 
as if they were slated for cer­ 
tain collision. However, the Mo­ 
hawk, lighter of the two planes, 
got into the air first and hopped 
over 
the more cumbersome 
Sabena. 
For a split second both pilots 
thought they were headed for 
oblivion. 
The second near miss

over Herndon, Va., at the same 
identical altitude and on the 
same flight pattern.

Inside Labor

Walter Reuther “Lends” His 
Arbiter to G. O. P. John Lind­ 
say In Effort to Avert Transit 
Strike. 
San Francisco: — 
No cur­ 
tain went up on a bit of drama 
which was quietly taking place 
in a corner of the huge stage 
of the Civic Auditorium during 
the minutes before the national 
labor convention opened. 
It was only a tiny jigsaw 
piece of a drama but the final 
act may some day be played 
in the White House. 
There were just three men 
on what the directors called 
"left stage” -- auto's Walter 
Reuther, ladles garment work­ 
ers' Dave Dubinsky and 
the 
hatters' Alex Rose, the Disraeli 
of modern politics, smasher 
of party ties and confident of 
U. S. presidents. Their almost 
inaudible talk was not of global 
politics or Lyndon Johnson 
or 
the intricacies of the massive 
A FL-CIO convention. 
They talked “transit” 
— 
New York City transit and Mike 
Quill's threat to paralyze the 
sprawling network of three un­ 
derground railroads 
and sev­ 
eral bus lines which feed hu­ 
manity into the world's financial 
marketing and communications 
centers. If the transit systems 
would be frozen so would these 
heartbeat functions of 
the 
world's economy. 
And paralysis might stall the 
career of New York’s Neo-Re­ 
publican Golden Boy, Mayor- 
elect John Lindsay, before it 
could be launched in 
a tra­ 
jectory 
aimed at the White 
House. 
The early morning 
drama 
of the auditorium stage 
had 
really begun the previous day 
when John Lindsay had tele­ 
phoned Walter Reuther. 
The 
Mayor-elect wanted Prof. Nat 
Feinsinger to join an emer­ 
gency mediation panel swiftly 
being welded in an effort to 
head off the crippling transit 
strike being threatened by Mike 
Quill's 
Transport 
Workers 
Union. 
Lindsay called Reuther 
be­ 
cause 
he needed 
the auto 
union's permission to use Fein­ 
singer, 
who 
is 
impartial 
arbitrator of the auto -General 
Motors contract. 


It took some time for Reuther 
to contract Leonard Woodcock, 
second most influential auto 
union official, who runs 
tile 
GM and Aerospace divisions, 
Woodcock agreed to lendQease 
Feinsinger to Lindsay. 


Reuther then discussed the 
matter with Dubinsky and Rose, 
both New Yorkers. There was 
no inclination to interfere with 
Lindsay's 
efforts to avert a 
strike, 
though such a walkout 
could permanently impair the 
young Mayor-elect's reputation 
for many elections to come. 
But 
it all 
had to 
be done 
secretly and Reuther did 
not 
have Lindsay's unlisted, direct 
and highly personal telephone 
number. 
There on the stage, Rose 
simply reached into nis little 


black book pocket and read off 
the number he always carries 
with him. 
That gesture and possession 
of that coveted telephone num­ 
ber were more significant than 
most of the cannonading ora­ 
tory which has been pouring off 
the stage over the 922 delegates 
from 123 national unions rep­ 
resenting over 13 million tight­ 
ly-organized members. 
Just 
as 
significant 
was 
Reuther's returning Lindsay's 
call with an amiable tone extra­ 
ordinary in any conversation 
the Detroit redhead has with a 
Republican. 
These gestures, these talks, 
this liaison are evidence of the 
breaking down of party lines. 
They are signs of a coming 
realigment. Symbolically, the 
Reuther-Dubinsky • Rose con­ 
versation 
came 
just a few 
minutes before the thousands 
of labor 
people in the audi­ 
torium cheered when Gov. Pat 
Brown praised liberal Republi­ 
can Sen. Thomas Kuchel and 
jeered the name of conversa­ 
tive Sen. George Murphy. 
Alex Rose's possession 
of 
Lindsay's hot line telephone 
number is further evidence of 
the breakdown of the traditional 
political alliances. Rose and 
Dubinsky, leaders of the Liberal 
Party, simply refused to permit 
the powerful New York City 
Democratic machine to take 
them for granted and bolted de­ 
spite pressures from the White 
House, Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey and Sen. 
Bob Ken­ 
nedy. 
The Liberal Party laborites 
made Lindsay's victory possi­ 
ble, just as they made it pos­ 
sible for the Kennedy-Johnson 
ticket to carry New York state 
in 1960. And they will undoubted­ 
ly back the Republicans if the 
Democrats keep patching up 
their old machines with tink­ 
e rs' dams. 
This now is the moon of many 
national labor chiefs when they 
talk regional politics. They re­ 
sent being taken for granted. 
Even Mr. Labor himself, AFL- 
CIO President George Meany, 
has warned the Democrats not 
to count on labor's political 
action committee as an auto­ 
matic ally. 
Aside from Lyndon Johnson 
and Hubert Humphrey there are 
not many other national Demo­ 
cratic leaders who can count 
on such political automation. 
There are other John Lind­ 
says whom labor may back — 
such as Thomas Kuchel, or New 
Jersy*s Sen. Case. There never 
will be a national labor party 
as has been demanded of this 
convention by the subway pied 
piper, Mike Quill and his union. 
But the successes of the New 
York Liberal Party, which is 
based on one section of the labor 
movement, may well spur the 
rise of third parties in many 
regions •* third parties which 
will be non-partisan so long 
as either the Democrats or 
Republicans 
involved 
are 
willing to move in labor's di­ 
rection.

(AP) — W. 
Som erset Ma agha rn at 91, get­ 
ting too deaf to listen to music 
and too blind from cataracts to 
read, 
began slipping toward 
death Saturday in a way that 
would have pleased him. He 
was in a coma. 
Twenty • seven years ago, 
when he was 64 and beginning 
to look down the uncertain cor­ 
ridor ahead, this English novel­ 
ist, playwright and short-story 
w riter explained how he would 
like to die. 
He hoped he would not be 
aw are of death's approach, he 
said, or undergo its pain. Yet, 
he guessed wrong about the 
thought of growing old. He said 
it didn't dism ay him. 
"It would be a very silly per­ 
so n ," he said, "who drew the 
curtains and turned on the light 
to shut out the tranquility of the 
evening.” 
But at 91, deaf and going 
blind, he was saying; "I am 
sick of this w ayoflife. The wea­ 
riness and sadness of old age 
make It intolerable." 
In this spirit he approached 
tile end of a long writing career 
which 
on 
one, 
including 
Maugham, considered great. He 
was a third-rater who made a 
rich living out of it. He said he 
had been w riting for money 
since he was 18. 
But he was a good w riter, 
very readable, always clear 
and, as Clifton Fadiman said, a 
professional 
"offering 
high- 
grade entertainm ent. His hall­ 
m ark is neither passion nor 
depth. It is good sense.” 
Maugham wrote 30 novels, 25 
plays, 120 short sto rie s. 
His 
best work was his novel, "O f 
Human 
Bondage,” w ritten in 
1915. He thought it was his best, 
too. 
By the tim e he was in his 60s, 
with most of his work behind 
him , he said he had no illusions 
about his place in English lit­ 
erature and that only two im ­ 
portant B ritish c ritics took him 
seriously. 
In "Tile Summing Up,” which 
he wrote in 1938 on his life, his 
work, and his outlook, he said, 
"In my twenties the c ritics said 
I was brutal; in my thirties they 
said I was flippant; in my for­ 
ties they said I was cynical; in

The steady 
climb of the economy In the 
fields of jobs, profits and In­ 
comes made an Important, if 
less exciting, background. 
Here, In one man's opinion, 
are the IO top business and fi­ 
nance stories of the year: 
1. Showdown of the Johnson 
Administration and monetary 
authorities on interest rates. As 
bankers applauded, the Federal 
Reserve Board raised Interest 
rates, saying this would head off 
the inflation it feared coming. 
President Johnson deplored the 
move, saying easy money was 
needed lf the economy were to 
grow fester. 
2. Crackdown by the govern­ 
ment on price increases in se­ 
lected industries. Steel labor 
negotiations were transferred 
from Pittsburgh to the White 
House to help keep wage and 
price increases within govern­ 
ment guidelines. The power of 
the 
government's 
stockpiles 
was used to get aluminum and 
copper producers to rescind 
price hikes, and to hold down 
the rising cost of bread. 
3. Record trading volume and 
wide price swings in the stock 
market. Prices hit a peak in 
May, dropped sharply, rose to a 
still higher level in the fell,and 
faltered again. Rumors, turns in 
the Viet Nam war, talk of infla­ 
tion, 
rocky government-busi­ 
ness 
relations 
could 
send 
volume soaring and prices into 
a tailspin and then Into equally 


startling recoveries. 


4. Rising government spend­ 
ing (and deficit) from Viet Nam 
war and the Great Society. 
Washington was pumping more 
money Into the economy than 
planned — and the pace of busi­ 
ness quickened. The federal 
debt climbed. 
5. Controls over corporate and 
banking investments overseas. 
Voluntary curbs on spending 
abroad were stiffened as the 
dollar outflow continued. 
6. Drain of gold takes big 
jump. Government drive to trim 
deficit in balance of payments 
was partly successful. But other 
lands, 
especially 
France, 
turned in more dollars for UJS. 
Treasury gold than last year. 1 
Congress freed some gold by 
eliminating 
reserve require­ 
ments for bank deposits. 
7. Excise tax cut. Consumer 
spending 
was 
stimulated by 
elimination or 
reduction 
of 
some sales levies. But early 
hopes for further cut in Income 
taxes are all but killed by 
rising government spending and 
bigger Treasury deficit. 
8. Drop of the unemployment 
rate. A booming economy fur­ 
nished more jobs and created 
shortages in a number of skilled 
classifications. 
9. Rash of mergers. Railroads 
and banks grabbed most of the 
headlines both with their plans 
for combining and with the op­ 
position of government agen­ 
cies, particularly the antitrust 
division of the Justice Depart­ 
ment. But engagements were 
announced in many industries 
— and many were broken.Some 
that went through linked such 
diverse companies that the sur­ 
vivor dreamed up a new name 
since the old ones no longer fit 
the current activities. 


IO. Feuds with De Gaulle. 
There were many. Washington 
and the French president didn't 
see eye to eye on the gold stand­ 
ard, need for monetary reform 
nor political and trade relations 
with the Communist bloc. The 
European 
Common 
Market, 
which Washington backed, was 
all but stymied when France 
withdrew its representatives. 
Hopes for further tariff cuts, 
which 
Washington 
calls the 
Kennedy Round, got nowhere 
while France feuded with its 
allies. 
All in all, 1965 was a very 
prosperous year — but full of 
surprises and problems and up­ 
sets.

Court Orders New Trial 
For Convicted Killer 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
The Missouri Supreme Court to­ 
day granted a new trial to Doug* 
las Wayne Thompson, convicted 
killer of a policeman. 
Tbe court said it was apparent 
the prosecuting attorney sup­ 
pressed evidence that might 
have been fcivorable to Thomp­ 
son. 
Thompson and Sammy Aire 
Tucker were convicted of killing 
two Cape Girardeau policemen 
March 10, 1961, when the offi­ 
cers attempted to check up on 
them. They were both from 
California. 
Tucker was executed in the 
Missouri 
Penitentiary's 
gas 
chamber July 26, 1963. 
In an opinion by Judge Henry 
I. Eager, thq court said evi­ 
dence of spent cartridges found 
at the scene of the gunfight 
should have been offered by the 
prosecuting attorney. Instead he 


said there were no cartridge 
casings found by investigators. 
But later evidence showed 
eight casings were found at the 
scene and the prosecuting attor­ 
ney knew about it at the time 
of the trial. 
“ Various courts have held,'' 
Judge Eager said, “ that the 
suppression of (or failure to dis­ 
close) evidence in the posses­ 
sion of control of the prosecu­ 
tion which is favorable to de­ 
fendant and which might 
be 
persuasive to a jury, constitutes 
as to invalidate a conviction be­ 
cause violative of due process." 
The opinion said it was “with 
great 
reluctance" 
giving 
Thompson a right to a new 
tria l. 
His conviction has been be­ 
fore the court several times in 
the past. 
Chief Justice Clem F.Store k- 
man concurred in the result but 


argued in a separate opinion 
that he thought the court was 
going too far in its interpreta­ 
tion of the case. 
“ I am not persuaded that we 
should hold that the defendant 
has demonstrated that he was 
deprived of a fair trial because 
of the state’s failure to disclose 
the finding of the spent shells 
and the results of the ballistics 
tests,’* he said.

A FL-CIO leaders demanded to­ 
day a bigger slice of the na­ 
tion's wealth for workers, a fed­ 
eral curb on the prices of some 
key commodities, and a 50 per 
cent increase in Social Security 
benefits. 
In resolutions certain to be 
gaveled to quick approval by 
about 1.000 delegates to the fed­ 
eration’s 10th anniversary con­ 


vention, AFL-CIOpolicymakers 
also rejected White House wage 
guidelines and called for bold 
federal policies to create jobs 
and boost consumer purchasing 
power. 
Federation leaders also sug­ 
gested income tax cuts for low- 
and middle - income families, 
and elimination of taxes alto­ 
gether for those under the gov­

Water will be turned on during 
the Christmas season.

came 
about after years of 
efforts 
by public spirited men of the 
community, a mayor and four 
council men, who with the help 
of a Charleston attorney, paved 
the way for a municipal plant 
at a cost of $125,000. 
The project started in October 
1964, in a city election that was 
unanimous, 152 to 0. Plans 
were made to begin work as soon 
as legal m atters 
were com­ 
pleted. 
The five • man city govern­ 
ment composed of Mayor L. J. 
Schwab, who is in his early 
70s, and a council composed 
of Harvey Jobe, T. D. Pulliam, 
Bill Darby and Arthur Duke, 
with Jobe also serving as the 
city clerk, kept at it almost 
daily, until the job was finished 
a little more than a year later. 
A lion's share of the credit 
goes to these five because of the 
time they put into it. No mem­ 
ber receives any salary or pay 
for attending meetings. The city 
has no tax rate. 
There will be 167 water sys­ 
tem users when the project is 
approved by the health depart­ 
ment. 
Jobe is a building contrac­ 
tor. Pulliam is a meat cutter. 
Darby is a farm er. Duke is in 
the bottled gas business. 
The original contract for the 
water system was for $125,000 
but the mayor believes that the 
total cost will be closer to $120,- 
000, because expenses were cut 
wherever possible. 
Costs include all water mains, 
a treatment plant, and a 50,- 
000-gallon 
water tank 
that 
stands 125 feet high, and has a 
capacity of 50,000 gallons. The 
water pressure meets fire fight­ 
ing standards. 
The city plans to build a city 
hall and to buy a fire truck 
and new and better streets. 
These programs have been 
planned by the mayor, 
who 
made meeting quarters avail­ 
able in the basement of his 
home at no cost to the com­ 
munity. 
“ We have a fine working coun­ 
cil, and the spirit of people of 
Bertrand, has been excellent," 
Mayor Schwab says.

Air Force F I05 Thunderchief 
and F4C Phantom jets blasted 
two bridges northeast of Dien 
Bien Phu, set a five-building 
military complex in the same 
area aflame and cratered the 
approaches to another bridge on 
a main highway 130 miles north­ 
west of Hanoi, a UJS. spokes­ 
man said. 


Navy pilots claimed another 
bridge, two storage areas and 
four antiaircraft sites 14 miles 
northwest of the coastal town of 
Dong Hoi, he added.

The 91-year-old w riter suf­ 
fered a stroke Saturday at his 
seaside villa at Cap F errat. He 
has been unconscious 
ever- 
since. 
Alan F . Searle, Maugham's 
secretary and companion for 
years, said the author had di­ 
rected in a will he made several 
years ago that his body be cre­ 
mated and the ashes sent to 
England to be placed in Canter­ 
bury Cathedral. 
Maugham’s only child, Lady 
John Hope, was not at his bed­ 
side and it was doubted that she 
wouldfCOme to Nice. Maugham 
triecr^to disown her several 
years ago and adopt Searle, but 
a French court refused to per­ 
mit it. 
Maugham abandoned a medi­ 
cal career at the end of the last 
century and became a writer 
after interning at a hospital in 
London’s Lambeth district. His 
life as a medical student formed 
the basis for his masterpiece, 
“ Of Human Bondage," in 1912. 
His first 10 years as a writer 
were hard, but in 1907 hip play 
'fLady fthtuerick" was a hit, 
and thereafter he turned out 
successful plays, novels and 


short stories that made him a 
fortune. In 55 years he wrote 25 
plays, 30 novels and 120 short 
stories. 


Critics and literary scholars 
generally did not consider him a 
great writer, but a huge public 
thought him one of the world's 
best storytellers. His work was 
characterized by extreme clari­ 
ty, economy of expression and 
strong plot lines. 


In recent years his hearing 
had feiled, cataracts dimmed 
his sight, and he looked forward 
to death.

BURLESQUE IS BACK 
“ THE FASTEST GROWING FORM of live enter­ 
tainment is now conceded to be burlesque.” 
The quotation is from Variety, that lively 
journal of show biz, which carries a Page 1 
story that rivets the lead sentence with facts. 
Two burley houses are running in New York 
City, and the promoter, Leroy Griffith, plans 
to open a third on 14th Street, historic home 
of the strip teasers and top bananas. Columbus 
will soon see a second burlesque house. Boston 
has “Those Wonderful Days of Burlesque” 
and Ann Corio's “This Was Burlesque” playing 
across the street from each other. In cities 
where burlesque has been unmolested by the 
law—Philadelphia and Baltimore, for example— 
the art has always prospered. 
THE TERM 
“art” can be defended but it 
will be so here only coolly. It would have to 
be admitted at the start that, as those shrewd 
show business historians, Abel Green and Joe 
Laurie, Jr. have recorded, burlesque at its 
lowest was “just about the most disgusting stage 
show ever presented.” But any art form which 
produced a W. C. Fields couldn't have been all 
bad. 
By its alumni — and ah, its alumnae—you 
should know burley. The comedians cradled in 
burlesque are legion. In addition to Fields and 
the late and missed Rags Ragland, there were 
Abbott & Costello, Bert Lahr, Fanny Brice, 
(Bobby) Clark & (Paul) McCullough, Leon Errol, 
•Jim Barton, Jack Pearl, Phil Silvers, and Joe 
Yule (Mickey Rooney's father), just for openers. 
Everybody knows of Gypsy Rose Lee and Ann 
Corio, both burlesque graduates. But probably 
only the habitues recall the old familiar faces— 
and epidermis—of Evelyn Meyers, Margie Hart, 
Carrie Finnell (whose muscular control was 
unbelievable), Countess Nadja, Hinda Wassau, 
Jeanne Carroll, Betty Howland, Toots Brawner, 
Maxine De Shon, Gladys Clark, and Lili St. Cyr. 
Gypsy Rose and Ann Corio were the “class” 
peelers. They proved, as Green and Laurie 
put it, that “strippers could draw for burlesque 
without stripping down to their skeleton.” But 
probably the one with the steadiest following 
was Georgia Sothern, cited by Collier's magazine 
as the “poor man's Garbo,” who, the authors 
remember, “practically tore down the curtain 
with the violence of her grinds.” 
THE INNOVATION of burlesque, a combination 
of leg show, vaudeville, and political satire, 
te generally attributed to a producer named 
Michael Leavitt; and'5 is dated from about 1865. 
Green and Laurie trace the first strip-tease to 
a “femme named OdeU” who performed in New 
York in 1907. 
Both World War I and World War n brought 
prosperity to burlesque, but the interval and 
aftermath were full of rough going. By 1928, 
Variety reported, there was no longer any 
pretense at “refined” burlesque. 
What finally almost killed the art form was 
a combination of television, censorship and 
smut. Comedy took on a disgustingly strong 
homosexual flavor. (Oddly enough, rouged fag­ 
gots were steady patrons.) 
Ann Corio's “This Was Burlesque” —full of 
the old fun and statuesque beauty—started the 
current revival with a highly successful Broad­ 
way run and is still pulsating. Miss Corio, 
who emerged as a star stripper in 1934, is 
still an eyeful, and that must be something of a 
record. 
Danny Thomas's TV special, “The Wonderful 
World of Burlesque,” helped the resuscitation. 
Probably another hypo has been public accep­ 
tance of bare-breasted waitresses and Go Go 
dancers on the West Coast. At any rate, one 
old burly buff is made to dream unashamedly 
of the days of Boston’s Old Howard, of Washing­ 
ton's Gayety, and of New York's Republic and 
Apollo.

Newspaper pay was never hgiher and there 
never was a time when there was a greater 
need for more intelligent, dedicated, well ed­ 
ucated newspaper people. Many specialized 
fields exist within the business that were 
unknown yesterday. Newspapering is a career 
worth investigating. 
As far as criticism is concerned, we think 
that newspaper pbulishers should not be con­ 
demned for trying quietly to improve their 
publications instead of indulging in public self 
criticism. 
We don’t know of a business that is criticized 
more by people than newspapers. Some of it 
is deserved. Some of it is not. But the criticism 
continues wherever people meet. It is not 
entirely unwelcome. The criticism is evidence 
that people still avidly read newspapers. We 
are grateful for this and hope to continue to 
produce a product that will merit close attention 
by people. 
Magazines, television and radio stations have 
been generous in their criticism of newspapers. 
They have piled slur on slur. When the maga­ 
zines imply that the newspaper business is 
suffering from a lack of criticism they are 
indulging in a flight of fancy that is incom­ 
prehensible.

BOON TO THE TAXPAYERS 
A magazine published in Seat­ 
tle suggests that the city sell 
its municipal electric power 
system to private enterprise.

There are, of course, well 
run municipal power systems 
for which no apology is in order. 
But 
they are often a burden 
rather than an asset to the 
community. And when cities 
and towns everywhere are des­ 
perately searching for more 
tax revenue, the case for tax- 
paying private enterprise In this 
or any other field is overwhelm­ 
ingly strong. 
The same thing applies to the 
great federal systems. They too 
are wholly or largely tax free 
and 
are frequently, tax sub­ 
sidized to boot. Selling them, 
if that is politically possible, 
would be a boon to all the tax­ 
payers.

WASHINGTON — The Republi­ 
can coordinating committee, 
meeting in Washington today 
(Dec. 13), has an important 
agrument brewing behind the 
scenes plus a dramatic move 
to 
win more support from 
American voters. 
The latter is a State of the 
Union message by the Repub­ 
lican party to rival the annual 
State of the Union message by 
the President. 
Republican leaders will de­ 
mand equal time at a Joint 
session of the two houses to 
hear either Sen. Everett Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, minority leader 
of the Senate, or Rep. Gerald 
Ford 
of Michigan, minority 
leader of the House, so the 
GOP can get an equal break 
in presenting its program to 
the nation. 
The argument brewing back­ 
stage is over the question of

and outlawing 
the John Birch Society. 
Gov. Robert Smiley of Idaho 
has already announced that he 
will demand a formal resolu­ 
tion denouncing the Blrchites. 
But another hlghranking GOP 
leader, ex-vice president Rich­ 
ard 
Nixon, 
considered the 
spokesman for the moderates, 
has urged a go-slow policy. 
He warns that big Republican 
money will dry up if the Birch- 
ltes are officially condemned. 
Sen. Thruston Morton of Ken­ 
tucky, former GOP National 
Chairman and the man who 
first spoke out against the John 
Birch Society, is also wavering 
a bit. He says it may not be 
necessary to pass a formal res­ 
olution. 
However, some of the top gov­ 
ernors of the nation are coming 
to Washington all steamed up 
against the Blrchites. They in­ 
clude Governors George Rom- 
ney of Michigan, William Scran­ 
ton 
of Pennsylvania, Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York, and 
John Love of Colorado. They 
plan to remind their fellow 
Republicans of the lesson of 
the Goldwater defeat--namely, 
that the Republican party can­ 
not temporize with extremism 
of either the left or the right. 
They will call for a forthright 
repudiation of the John Birch 
Society and all other right-or 
left-wing groups.

they will recall 
Goldwater's disastrous speech 
that “ extremism is no sin” and 
the refusal of Chairman Dean 
Birch and Rep.

Iron Curtain. 
A delegation of Polish-Ameri- 
can 
congressmen, 
with 
a 
sprinkling of Irishmen and one 
Itallan-American, flew in an 
Air Force jet to Krakow for the 
dedication. The hospital was the 
idea of Waldek O. Blernacki- 
Poray, 
a Montclair, N. J., 
architect. 
With the help of Sen. Harrison 
Williams, D-N.J., Hubert Hum­ 
phrey, then senator from Min­ 
nesota, and Rep. Clement J. 
Zablocki, 
D-Wls., congress 
provided $8 million in counter­ 
part funds. 
These are funds 
which Poland pays in its own

AIRPLANE NEAR CRASHES 
Two near misses over the New 
York and Washington airports, 
occurring a few days after the 
crash of TWA's Boeing707 with 
Eastern's Constellation Com­ 
muter from Boston, have been 
hushed up by the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency. 
However, Rep. 
Harley 
Staggers, 
D-W. Va., 
alert ranking member of the 
House Commerce Committee, 
has written Gen. William Mc­ 
Kee, FAA administrator, for a 
full explanation. 
The first near miss occurred 
when the FAA control center at 
Kennedy Airport in New York 
assigned a Belgian Sabena 707 
en route to Europe for take­ 
off on runway 31 right. Simul­ 
taneously a Mohawk plane de­ 
parting for upstate New York 
was assigned runway 13 left. 
These happened to be the same 
runway. 


The two planes started from 
opposite ends of the runway at 
the same time, and it looked 
as if they were slated for cer­ 
tain collision. However, the Mo­ 
hawk, lighter of the two planes, 
got into the air first and hopped 
over 
the more cumbersome 
Sabena. 
For a split second both pilots 
thought they were headed for 
oblivion. 
The second near miss 
oc­ 
curred near the Washington Na­ 
tional Airport, when two planes 
were held in stack formation 
over Herndon, Va., at the same 
identical altitude and on the 
same flight pattern. They con­ 
tinued on this course, miracu­ 
lously without collision, for 15 
minutes before being directed 
otherwise. 
Aviation 
officials have ad­ 
mitted that the air traffic has 
become so dense over the East­ 
ern seaboard between Boston 
and Washington that two or three 
near missesoccur almost every 
week. Few, however, have been 
as hair-raising as the two on 
which Congressman Staggers 
has asked for complete details. 


Walter Reuther “ Lends” His 
Arbiter to G. O. P. John Lind­ 
say In Effort to Avert Transit 
Strike. 
San Francisco: — 
No cur­ 
tain went up on a bit of drama 
which was quietly taking place 
in a corner of the huge stage 
of the Civic Auditorium during 
the minutes before the national 
labor convention opened. 
It was only a tiny jigsaw 
piece of a drama but the final 
act may some day be played 
in the White House. 
There were just three men 
on what the directors called 
“left stage” — auto's Walter 
Reuther, ladles garment work­ 
ers' Dave Dubinsky and 
the 
hatters' Alex Rose, the Disraeli 
of modern politics, smasher 
of party ties and confident of 
U. S. presidents. Their almost 
inaudible talk was not ofglobal 
politics or Lyndon Johnson or 
the intricacies of the massive 
A FT. -CIO convention. 
They talked “transit” 
- 
New York City transit and Mike 
Quill's threat to paralyze the 
sprawling network of three un­ 
derground railroads 
and sev­ 
eral bus lines which feed hu­ 
manity into the world's financial 
marketing and communications 
centers. If the transit systems 
would be frozen so would these 
heartbeat functions of 
the 
world's economy. 
And paralysis might stall the 
career of New York's Neo-Re- 
publican Golden Boy, Mayor- 
elect John Lindsay, before it 
could be launched in 
a tra­ 
jectory 
aimed at the White 
House. 
The early morning 
drama 
of the auditorium stage 
had 
really begun the previous day 
when John Lindsay had tele­ 
phoned Walter Reuther. 
The 
Mayor-elect wanted Prof. Nat 
Feinsinger to join an emer­ 
gency mediation panel swiftly 
being welded in an effort to 
head off the crippling transit 
strike being threatened by Mike 
Quill's 
Transport 
Workers 
Union. 
Lindsay called Reuther be­ 
cause 
he needed 
the auto 
union's permission to use Fein­ 
singer, 
who 
is 
impartial 
arbitrator of the auto -General 
Motors contract. 


It took some time for Reuther 
to contract Leonard Woodcock, 
second most Influential auto 
union official, who runs 
the 
GM and Aerospace divisions, 
Woodcock agreed to lendQease 
Feinsinger to Lindsay. 


Reuther then discussed the 
matter with Dubinsky and Rose, 
both New Yorkers. There was 
no inclination to interfere with 
Lindsay's 
efforts to avert a 
strike, 
though such a walkout 
could permanently Impair the 
young Mayor-elect's reputation 
for many elections to come. 
But 
it all had to be done 
secretly and Reuther did not 
have Lindsay's unlisted, direct 
and highly personal telephone 
number. 
There on the stage, Rose 
simply reached into his little 


black book pocket and read off 
the number he always carries 
with him. 
That gesture and possession 
of that coveted telephone num­ 
ber were more significant than 
most of the cannonading ora­ 
tory which has been pouring off 
the stage over the 922 delegates 
from 123 national unions rep­ 
resenting over 13 million tight­ 
ly-organized members.

significant was 
Reuther's returning Lindsay's 
call with an amiable tone extra­ 
ordinary in any conversation 
the Detroit redhead has with a 
Republican. 
These gestures, these talks, 
this liaison are evidence of the 
breaking down of party lines. 
They are signs of a coming 
realigment. Symbolically, the 
Reuther-Dubinsky - Rose con­ 
versation 
came just a few 
minutes before the thousands 
of labor people in the audi­ 
torium cheered when Gov. Pat 
Brown praised liberal Republi­ 
can Sen. Thomas Kuchel and 
jeered the name of conversa- 
tive Sen. George Murphy. 
Alex Rose's possession 
of 
Lindsay's hot line telephone 
number is further evidence of 
the breakdown of the traditional 
political alliances. Rose and 
Dubinsky, leaders of the Liberal 
Party, simply refused to permit 
the powerful New York City 
Democratic machine to take 
them for granted and bolted de­ 
spite pressures from the White 
House, Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey and Sen. Bob Ken­ 
nedy. 
The Liberal Party laborites 
made Lindsay's victory possi­ 
ble, just as they made it pos­ 
sible for the Kennedy-Johnson 
ticket to carry New York state 
in 1960. And they will undoubted­ 
ly back the Republicans if the 
Democrats keep patching up 
their old machines with tink­ 
ers' dams. 
This now is the moon of many 
national labor chiefs when they 
talk regional politics. They re­ 
sent being taken for granted. 
Even Mr. Labor himself, AFT.- 
CIO President George Meany, 
has warned the Democrats not 
to count on labor's political 
action committee as an auto­ 
matic ally. 
Aside from Lyndon Johnson 
and Hubert Humphrey thereare 
not many other national Demo­ 
cratic leaders who can count 
on such political automation. 
There are other John Lind­ 
says whom labor may back — 
such as Thomas Kuchel, or New 
Jersy*s Sen. Case. There nev^r 
will be a national labor party 
as has been demanded of this 
convention by the subway pied 
piper, Mike Quill and his union. 
But the successes of the New 
York Liberal Party, which is 
based on one section of the labor 
movement, may well spur the 
rise of third parties in many 
regions •• third parties which 
will be non-partisan so long 
as either the Democrats or 
Republicans 
involved 
are 
willing to move in labor's di­ 
rection.

At Puxico 


PUXICO — Rail service by 
the F risco Railroad ended here 
last Monday 
night and future 
hopes for rail service at Puxico 
depend on the decision to be 
made by the Interstate Com­ 
m erce Com mission, Jack Bess, 
P resident of the proposed Ad­ 
vance 
and Puxico 
Railroad, 
said. 
B ess, a grain dealer and bank­ 
e r added that the final date for 
filing briefs on the case is Janu­ 
ary 2. Hearings were held at 
Poplar Bluff by the ICC last 
month. The M issouri-Pacific 
Railroad opposes the Advance 
and Puxico's 
application as it 
applies to trackage 
at Delta 
and at Poplar Bluff. 
If the 
Advance and Puxico 
Railroad 
application 
were 
granted, backers of the rail­ 
road say they would operate 
from Nash to Poplar Bluff, a 


total of approxim ately 55 m iles. 
Joe Welborn, Bloomfield, at­ 
torney for the A & P, said that 
parties to the case before the 
com mission have until Jan. 2 to 
file briefs. “ We hope the F ris­ 
co will wait until the commis­ 
sion ru le s," he said, “ and if the 
decision is in our favor, then 
we also hope we can bargain 
on the salvage value of the track 
we desire to purchase." 
The F risco 's position in the 
m atter was outlined in St. Louis 
by John Ashton, railroad attor­ 
ney handling the case. “ There 
is 
no question that the F risco 
has the authority to dispose of 
the trackage from Nash to Pop­ 
lar Bluff as given by the com- 
• mission 
after an abandonment 
hearing in May, 1963. 
“ As was shown at the last 
hearing involving the A & P 
application, the F risco has firm 
bid of $401,850.92 for salvage

“ As of now, there is no reason 
I know of for the F risco to hold 
off on salvaging the property. 
At any rate, for the Advance & 
Puxico people to take the track­ 
age, it would be necessary for 
them to equal or slightly ex­ 
ceed the existing firm bid. 
“ To my knowledge, the rail­ 
road has not heard from them. 
On the other hand, the crucial 
period for this section has not 
yet arrived. The contractor who 
presum ably will do the work now 
is engaged on the stretch be­ 
tween Pocahontas and Success, 
Ark.

part. When that happens — as­

Som erset Majgham at 91, get­ 
ting too deaf to listen to music 
and too blind from cataracts to 
read, 
began slipping toward 
death Saturday in a way that 
would have pleased him . He 
was in a coma. 
Twenty • seven years ago, 
when he was 64 and beginning 
to look down the uncertain cor­ 
ridor ahead, this English novel­ 
ist, playwright and short-story 
w riter explained how he would 
like to die. 
He hoped he would not be 
aw are of death's approach, he 
said, or undergo its pain. Yet, 
he guessed wrong about the 
thought of growing old. He said 
it didn't dismay him . 
" It would be a very silly per­ 
so n ," he said, "who drew the 
curtains and turned on the light 
to shut out the tranquility of the 
evening." 
But at 91, deaf and going 
blind, he was saying: "I am 
sick of this way of life. The wea­ 
rin ess and sadness of old age 
make it intolerable." 
In this spirit he approached 
the end of a long w riting career 
which 
on 
one, 
Including 
Maugham, considered great. He 
was a third-rater who made a 
rich living out of it. He said he 
had been writing for money 
since he was 18. 
But he was a good w riter, 
very readable, always clear 
and, as Clifton Fadiman said, a 
professional 
"offering 
high- 
grade entertainm ent. His hall­ 
m ark is neither passion nor 
depth. It is good se n se." 
Maugham wrote 30 novels, 25 
plays, 120 short sto rie s. 
His 
best work was his novel, “ Of 
Human 
Bondage,” written in 
1915. He thought it was his best, 
too. 
By the tim e he was in his 60s, 
with most of his work behind 
him , he said he had no illusions 
about his place in English lit­ 
erature and that only two im ­ 
portant British critic s took him 
seriously. 
In '"Hie Summing Up,” which 
he wrote in 1938 on his life, his 
w ork, and his outlook, he said, 
"In my twenties the c ritics said 
I was brutal; in my th irties they

"It's strictly a sea­ 
sonal party product, and perish­ 
able at that Sales are dead after 
Christmas.’* His business lasts 
about three weeks each year. 
Schuster ships about 100,000 
pounds of the plant and is one of 
four major shippers in central 
Texas. 
Mistletoe is a parasite. The 
plant is nourished by the tree 
and sometimes mistletoe can 
kill its host. 
Schuster says the best mistle­ 
toe comes from mesoutte trees. 


Mesquite is a tougn u w u m t 
grows in drought or flood and is 
harder to kill than a spinster’s 
hopes. 
Schuster says 
mistletoe of 
commercial 
value is limited 
mainly to areas of moderate 
rainfall or semidrought. 
"There’s plenty of mistletoe 
across the south,*’ he says, "but 
high moisture content causes it 
to wilt rapidly. Farther west, 
lack of moisture won’t permit 
size and rich, green color.” 
Schuster is very happy that 
the kissing tradition is as hard 
to kill as mistletoe. 
"Those people up there in the 
other states think you need mis­ 
tletoe to get kissed,” Schuster 
said with a grin.

B E L G R A D E ^ Yugoslavia 
(AP)—After 20 years of com­ 
munism, Yugoslavia is making 
the painful discovery that It has 
a generation of beatniks on its 
hands. 
Stealing cars for th rills—and 
often smashing them up for ex­ 
tra kicks — has become a fad 
among Yugoslavia's swinging 
youth. 
Beatle hairdos are the rage. 
Youngsters fill the night clubs. 
They snap up the latest record 
imports from the West, couldn't 
care 
less 
about 
socialist 
preachings, and generally car­ 
ry on like young people re­ 
volting against the establish­ 
ment. 
Parents despair, newspapers 
denounce and legislators make 
tougher laws. Despite every­ 
thing, Yugoslavia's youngsters 
insist on going their own way. 
Imitation by Yugoslav youth 
of their Western counterparts 
began several years ago, when 
B ritain's Teddy boys were much 
imitated here. 
As prosperity increased and 
Yugoslavia moved ever further 
away from the strict conduct of 
conventional communism, the 
youthful trend toward independ­ 
ence spread. 
The country has never seen 
anything, however, like the car 
theft fad. Hundreds have been 
stolen 
in recent months by 
youngsters who take them for 
joy rides, abandon them after a 
day or so or smash them into 
trees. 
Thrill thefts have become so 
numerous that the Belgrade 
Politika Ekspress has starteda 
free column of misslng-car an­ 
nouncements for unlucky own­ 


ers trying to trace their stolen 
machines. 
Until 
recently, 
youngsters 
who stole cars for thrills were 
dealt with as Juvenile, ^delin­ 
quents. Parliament has altered 
the law to make car thefts a 
criminal 
offense, with 
sen­ 
tences of up to six months in 
prison. 
What astonishes older people 
is that many of the teen-agers 
involved are the children of 
company 
directors, 
officials 
and other well-to-do citizens. 
A current Issue of a Belgrade 
satirical weekly cartoons two 
shaggy-haired youths eyeing a 
parked Mercedes Benz. 
"Let's not steal that one," 
says one of the boys. "It belongs 
to my dad." 


$125,000 Loss

Photographs taken of 
Capt. 
Boyt individually and with his 
company in Viet Nam record the 
war as it happens to a husband 
and father. Similar photos taken 
of Mrs. Boyt and the children 
show the war's results on her 
and the youngsters. Quotes are 
taken from diaries each keeps. 
Capt. Boyt is a native of Dex­ 
ter, where he was graduated 
from high school. He attended 
State College from the summer 
of 1955 until the summer of 1958 
and received his bachelor of 
arts degree in art and Industrial 
art in August, 1958.

other case of arson was re­ 
ported in Caruthersville this 
week when fire was set to the 
old Brown Shoe plant at 13th 
and Laurent, now owned by the 
city, Dec. 5. 
The fire alarm was sounded 
at about 6 p.m. Sunday evening 
after a resident of that area 
reported the whole interior of 
the building appeared to be on 
fire. 
When fireman arrived at the 
scene, however, they had dif­ 
ficulty in locating the blaze and 
getting into the building. After 
they finally got into the build­ 
ing they found a fire in the floor 
in the southeast section of the 
vacant building. 
The blaze was not nearly as 
large as had been feared but 
probably because of the windows 
in the building gave off a large 
glow. 
It took firemen only a short 
time to put the blaze out but 
they removed part of the floor­ 
ing to make sure it was com­ 
pletely out. The rest of the 
building was also checked to 
make sure there was no other 
fires started.
